MARY  ELIZABETH — This  variety  of  my  own  introduction,  was  winner  of  SILVER  MEDAL  at  Boston  Show  1930 
as  a  Seedling,  and  First  at  Boston  1932,  First  at  Grand  Central  Palace  New  York  1932,  First  at  Hartford 
1932  and  1933.  It  was  especially  fine  this  past  season  but  a  few  days  too  late  for  the  Boston  Show.  It  evi¬ 
dently  will  be  necessary  to  allow  about  115  days  from  planting  to  blooming  time.  Mary  Elizabeth  is  a  good 
strong,  tall  grower,  straight  spikes  and  increases  rapidly.  Color  is  white  with  a  large  decidedly  yellow  throat, 
which  puts  it  in  the  Cream  Class  for  Exhibition  purposes.  Texture  is  heavy  which  is  unusual  for  a  Glad  that 
will  open  8  to  10  florets  at  one  time.  I  can  offer  large  bulbs  this  year  at  50  cents  each,  $4.00  per  10. 


EDITH  DEAN — In  growing  Seedlings  for  the  past  ten  years  I  have  had  many  that  I  liked  very  much,  but  did  not 
consider  introducing  them,  just  grow  them  for  my  own  enjoyment.  Among  them  was  an  Orange  of  Hybrid 
Prim  type,  taller  spike,  and  larger  flower  than  Orange  Queen,  but  the  Color  was  a  deep  burnt  Orange,  differ¬ 
ent  than  any  I  had  ever  seen.
